This reason may genuine 
some instances, but one would think 
would moot when the reporter agrees 
conceal the identity any client pa- 
tient whose case wishes document 
for published discussion; other words, 
one fails see how the privacy the cli- 
ent violated when reporter agrees 
preserve using pseudonym. 

think that most instances such 
refusals, quickly becomes apparent that 
the real motivation the desire the so- 
cial worker protect himself from 
scrutiny that may well serve expose 
evidence irresponsible, unethical, 
otherwise questionable judgment and be- 
havior his part. 

have always felt that abusive and ir- 
responsible behavior most likely under 
circumstances secrecy, the con- 
text generally uncritical attitude 
toward particular group profession. 
fail see how even possible get 
the truth any matter, expose and 
root out irresponsible members par- 
ticular profession, attach blame 
where due when social workers en- 
joy the privilege simply refusing 
discuss the case question with repu- 
table journalist.

She was not without advantages, 
though. Martin’s support was fairly well 
concentrated around Attleboro, leaving 
several major population centers for 
grabs. Heckler had considerable local 
visibility, having been the only Repub- 
lican the Council. But per- 
haps most important all, she cam- 
paigned like the 10th Legion, putting 
long days all over the district and loving 
every minute it.

bald, lollipop-sucking wiseguy 
macho, sadistic, take-the-law- 
enforcer 
from Robert Parker novel. Up- 
grade the image touch and you 
get Humphrey Bogart Sam 
Spade dashing Basil Rath- 
bone Sherlock Holmes. child 
trash culture, pieced together 
composite figure from every 
mystery novel and cop show 
could remember, and with ex- 
pectation rippling biceps and 
curling upper lip, went off the 
Cape meet first real, live 
homicide detective. 

Frank Joyce has retired after 
years the business pa- 
trolman and sergeant the Bos- 
ton Police Department and 
lieutenant detective for the state 
police. now teaches one night 
week law enforcement, 
course Northeastern Uni- 
versity, having graduated from 
Northeastern himself 1977, af- 
ter nine years night classes. 
Mention his name senior 
members the BPD the state 

police elicits expressions rever- 
ence and respect. Joyce has been 
superlative policeman, not just 
because his 90-percent crime- 
solving success rate because 
upon retiring returned 190 
days’ accrued vacation and sick 
leave the state, but also be- 
cause has conducted himself 
with dignity and humility, qual- 
ities not often ascribed fic- 
tional crime fighters.

Perhaps it’s not surprising that 
Joyce, Irish Catholic born 
South Boston, should think the 
career.

Joyce steadfastly refuses 
take too much credit for what he’s 
done; instead, stresses the 
teamwork that goes into homi- 
cide investigation.

Some changes the law made 
Joyce’s job more difficult.

end the baseball strike cannot 
even properly called ‘‘dead- 
locked,” for such talks are tak- 
ing place. This, course, doesn’t 
about minutes after both sides 
have decided had enough. 
But far, the side that provoked 
this dispute seems perfectly 
happy with business usual. 
refer the assorted twinkies 
who own the major-league 
baseball teams. 

Writing about baseball’s labor- 
management struggle drearily 
repetitive, but one point cannot 
disdained many com- 
mentators who ought know 
better. The owners have brought 
this strike themselves and are 
enduring its consequences be- 
cause they are intent making 
the players surrender rights 
gained not through the collec- 
tive-bargaining process, but 
through the laws the United 
States. Free agency not some 
boon given young men man- 
agement largesse; part the 
fundamental right earn the best 
living one can through one’s 
profession. That substantial 
portion the American public 
thinks baseball players 
have this right deeply disturb- 
ing. 
all the world knows all too 
well now, the chief issue divid- 
ing owners and players 
compensation that is, what 
team should receive for losing 
player another team through 
free agency. Legally, the club 
entitled nothing. Through their 
old Basic Agreement with the 
Players’ Association, the teams 
afflicted received number-one 
pick the amateur draft (itself 
affair questionable legality). 
The owners contend that this 
not enough, that team losing, 
say, Carlton Fisk Dave Win- 
field should receive real live 
major-league player 
This player, they contend, should 
lower than 16th value 
his old team out the men 
the roster.

The Players’ Association has

This has been the prevailing 
attitude the owners since be- 
fore the talks began. Their lan- 
guage that Red Army gen- 
eral contemplating Solidarity, not 
that men engaged rational 
business dispute with the men 
who are just about their only 
salable product. What the owners 
want victory, meaning totally 
artificial and unfair restraint 
trade hold their labor costs 
below already established 
market value.

ing the game, that lesser fran- 
chises would fail, and that own- 
ing baseball team would be- 
come completely unprofitable. 
History has proven every one 
these claims false. 

Rich clubs, like the Yankees 
and Dodgers, have thrived, 
they did before free agency. Less 
glamorous enterprises, like the 
Orioles and Blue Jays, have also 
prospered, one the field, the 
other the gate. Even the much- 
maligned firm Sullivan 
LeRoux has shown signs ad- 
justing the new order. The 
trades Fred Lynn and Rick 
Burleson, which admit gave 
them hell for, were logical busi- 
ness method dealing with 
players you felt you could 
longer afford. 
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And these five years, base- 
ball has prospered never be- 
fore. Attendance has steadily 
grown, and radio revenue has 
climbed accordingly, and the 
value franchise has soared. 
The miserable Cubs were sold last 
month for 20.5 million pazoozas. 
The value the world-champion 
Phillies has yet established, 
since one has made satis- 
factory offer, but the bidding 
began $30 million. And yet, 
every year, the commissioner gets 
and says free agency will 
the ruin the game. 

There tangible evidence 
available back this claim. Fed- 
eral Judge Henry Werker, 
failing grant that 
would have blocked the strike,

All that 
supports the claim that baseball 
teams lose money the off-the- 
record statements owners make 
when seeking better 
stadium deal decrying free 
agency.

Because while some owners have 
run their teams civic insti- 
tutions, none these has done 
lose money. And many more 
have shown consideration for 
their paying customers. 
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enlightened franchises such 
Cincinnati, where management 
wants fans remove their 
shirts and where the assorted 
owners are such part the city 
power structure that 
reportedly worth 
job cross them. 

Whether wealth old 
(inherited) nouveau, none 
the owners comes from back- 
ground that would give him much 
sympathy with the help, let alone 
view them equals. The pec-

VEGETABLE MATTERS 
report July’s produce 


last moving into the prime fruit-and-vegetable 
season the spring tease over. far the weather 
the various growing regions the country has helped 
the farmers, rather than being the major obstacle was 
last year (the exception, usual, Texas). fact, it’s 
been good that many items, like strawberries and 
peaches, have come early, and others, like corn, are 
about the same. But good weather today doesn’t 
mean that trouble isn’t lurking just around the bend. 
Weather variable, and its effects agriculture 
important, that good produce buyer should also 
good weather watcher. The most obvious effects are 
those sun and rain during the growing season. But 
produce also greatly affected harvest-time 
weather. growing area has had several days rain, 
chances are that its produce will bloated with water 
(which reduces flavor and shelf life). check the 
weather map for developments the major growing 
regions, which this time year run primarily along the 
East and West Coasts but also include Texas. 
illustrate the specific effects weather along. 


Fruit 

Cherries have moved the West Coast into the 
major orchards the Yakima Valley Oregon and 
Washington: this just well, since rain toward the 
end the California season made the fruit extremely 
swollen the time hit market. The Bing the 
Northwest the sweetest cherry get. The season 
will continue through July, though toward the end 
quality and supply will become erratic. Select cherries 
that are dark, firm, and stemmed. 

Peaches are continuing the journey the East 
Coast. now receiving Carolina freestones, which 
are larger and better-tasting than the Florida and 
Georgia peaches just run through. far 
native peaches are concerned, trouble got 
too cold here last winter. What few will have will 
probably small. 

All commercial peaches from points south are 
hydrocooled and waxed. Neither these preservation 
processes particularly bad for you hydrocooling 
involves cold-water bath that takes the heat out the 
fruit, and paraffin slips right through your body 
without much howdy-do. Still, there’s nothing 
like peach ripened the tree and eaten right after 
picking. Back when was fruit picker used get 
real irritated, what with peach fuzz getting all over 
body and itching like crazy the heat the Texas sun. 
But the reward came when find Red Globe good 
seven inches across, soft the touch and nectar the 
palate (fuzz and all). 

Nectarines are continuing strong. survived the 


poor-tasting early varieties, and looking good for 
the remainder the summer. with peaches, select 
for color: red (not pale pink) the front and yellowish 
gold (not green) the back. 

The California apricot crop was small this year; still, 
the fruit has better color, size, and taste than did last 
year. Supply will continue, through 
July. 

July also plum time. moved through the 
early Red Beauties and into the sweeter Santa Rosas. 
Next pick whole passel varieties, red and 
green (choose the darkest when buying the red kind). 
Don't afraid let plums get soft and close mushy. 
course, you let them get too soft, rot 
you. The trick get close without going over the 
edge that always the case. 

Local strawberries are about gone. You did out 
and pick some, you? This one item that you 
really have watch the weather on. Strawberries need 
sunny skies for harvesting moisture dilutes flavor 
and speeds decay. The New Jersey crop was hit wet 
harvesting conditions, didn’t get much from it. 
The large California berry still around, and you'll 
seeing more the regional berries close up. fact, 
the California deal runs through Thanksgiving. 

The New Jersey blueberries are moving into market 
and replacing the sporadic Carolina blues. Look for 
local supplies toward the end July, with 
arriving August. Naturally, taste improves berries 
move farther north and closer home. 

Cantaloupes and honeydews are coming from 
Texas, with some loupes arriving from California. 
Texas has had particularly wet growing season, 
careful. buy too large supply, especially since 
have both melons for good while. Toward the 
end the month pick the large fancy melons 
Casabas, Crenshaws, Canaries, Persians, and such. 

Watermelons are still coming strong from Florida. 
Remember buy big 20-pounders and above. 

Florida mangoes are the height their season. 
Look for big, full-bodied, red ones, but wait until 
super soft before you eat them. never 
tried this tropical delicacy, time like the 
present. Once the mango soft, cut the skin into 
sections and peel back. You can either cut off slices 
from around the large seed dig right either 
case it’s sensual delight. 

Speaking sensuality, the dark-skinned Haas 
avocado here, and it’s dirt cheap. The California 
suppliers are dumping them the market. And the 
flavor excellent. 

Supplies Florida limes are increasing, and prices 
are dropping. This particularly good news for those 


who rely fresh lime juice add zing our 
fresh fruit and gin-and-tonics. Lemons, meanwhile, are 
holding steady, which good the price usually 
skyrockets around this time. 

Now for what not buy. Start with 
citrus winter, not summer. Scratch grapefruit off 
your list. Oranges too. The California navels are 
running out; you can tell their misshapen forms and 
loose skins. California Valencias are coming in, but 
too tart; wait least until September. Also, 
drop all apples, except the New Zealand Granny Smith, 
from your shopping. These green beauties are this 
crop (as opposed all the varieties) and are 
hard and tart. 


Vegetables 


Locally grown lettuce still coming strong. 
have all the leaf-lettuce varieties, plus romaine and 
iceberg. Even organic lettuce hitting the market. 
should able hold onto lettuce through the month, 
until the heat catches with us. 

Other native leafy vegetables, like kale and collard 
greens, are also coming in. Spinach, too. But you have 
especially careful here: heat wave two and 
explode that is, speed their growth, 
throw out their seeds, and zap gone. 

Peas are their peak now local, soon moving 
New Hampshire and Maine. Expect good supplies 
and sweet taste. Asparagus, alas, gone. always 
the first casualty the new season. Take Brussels 
sprouts off your list, too. 

Zucchini and yellow squash are moving the 
Atlantic coast, with good prices and supplies except for 
possible gaps due switches growing regions 
fluctuating weather. Soon native squash will 
heading for market. Green beans have also been 
reasonable they move the coast, but they too 
fluctuate greatly quantity and quality depending 
how much rain they get. Too much moisture will show 

Eggplant and peppers travel together. down 
the Carolinas now and sending pretty decent 
product. But they should get better when they move 
New Jersey toward the end July. Corn also 
moving the coast. Native supplies should start 
toward the middle July. 

Considering how much agribusiness has milked the 
flavor from tomatoes recent years, it’s surprising 
they horrible usual. California, Carolina, 
and Arkansas are sending their offerings; New 
Jersey will follow with sweeter tomato toward the end 
the month. 

Coming out Jersey now are beets, which look quite 
good, and cabbage, which looks lot better now that 
has moved out the heat the South. 

From California, have steady supply 
artichokes, broccoli, and cauliflower. With broccoli, 
though, you should watch out for yellow buds the 
heads, and you should make sure smell bad. 
Southern California has had some hot, humid days, and 
the broccoli may have matured too quickly the field 
and subsequently broken down while being trucked 
here. 

Onions from Texas have been miserable. You 
know how grieves say this, but you need 
careful with Lone Star state onions now. What with the 
weeks rain down there, many onions did not dry out 
thoroughly before being packed, and they are melting 
very fast. Things should get better quite soon, but you 
may want turn the red Italian sweet onion from 
California, which saucer shaped and good flavor 
addition salads. 

Potatoes are still expensive, and the price may 
going even more. all started with last crops, 
which turned out bad across the country. And this 
year’ spring crop out California lowered 
prices all that much. You should stick with the new red 
potatoes. 

Besides learning how each fruit and vegetable 
develops and ripens, it’s important watch the seasons 
and the weather. And now that local supplies are 
coming into market, makes weather watching that 
much easier just look outside and remember what 
Mother Nature was to.

You've told twice, maybe 
three times, how curious you are 
Know what might write about Voices 
from the Holocaust, and after reading the 
whole book the stories told all 
the people included, not only yours 
think understand what you are waiting 
for. You want see how will respond 
stories your survival through those 
years, stories edited down less than 
dozen pages out six hours taped 
have never heard from you, that have 
never solicited from you. 
After received copy from the 
publisher, was couple weeks before 


could make myself look the book 


even the parts about you. saw, the 
table contents, that you were included 
each the three sections, Before 
the Holocaust,” During the Holo- 
proud the book and proud that you 
were it. told people about it. men- 

Still, was waiting until could sit 
down, clear mind other obliga- 
tions, and read. what told myself. 
The truth is, was afraid, have 
always been afraid, learn too much 
about your pain. about 
remember that when was little any men- 
tion her brother (who was taken the 
Nazis Paris), would cause both her and 
Meme (her mother) cry. That would 
.frighten me. Any mention the hard 
times Europe threatened call 
those tears, didn’t ask. 

Even so, knew that had been 
horrible and that we, family, were 
different because those years. don’t 
suppose you know this, but when asked, 
never talk about where come from 
without sketching your story 
about how you ran from the Germans, 
how you met internment camps 
Switzerland, how you came the States. 
have always felt that the Holocaust 
history well yours, that has de- 
fined experience and responsi- 
bilities the world, that has shaped 
sense myself Jew. 

But getting ahead myself. Once 
had decided wanted review the 
book, and even before had read any- 
thing but the introduction and your 
stories, interviewed Sylvia Rothchild, the 
editor Voices from the Holocaust. 
When arrived her beautiful house 
Brookline (Boston’s largest Jewish neigh- 


borhood), there was coffee and cake (of 
course!) and the photographer, Michael 
Mayhan. The two them had already 
had quite conversation. seems 
father was among the 
American troops that liberated one the 
concentration camps. wasn’t one 
the famous said. the 
big ones famous,” said Mrs. 
Rothchild. father had taken 
pictures the camp. used have 
terrible nightmares about what saw 
there and the pictures affected his son 
deeply well. 

Sylvia Rothchild not, herself, 
survivor. Her parents came the 
from Eastern Europe after the First World 
War and settled Brooklyn, where her 
first language was Yiddish. But she said 
that living through World War 
pletely changed her perception the 
world, much the way living through the 
Vietnam war changed many people’s per- 
ceptions America. 

Even so, she said, the Holocaust was 
until she spent year Vienna and lived 
down the street from what had been 
Gestapo headquarters. During that year, 
Rothchild led groups Americans 
through Mauthausen, one the bigger 
concentration camps, the banks the 
beautiful Danube. had never heard the 
name, Mauthausen, before then.) She 
said, asked how could lead

Germans were super record-keepers.

places.

Guild Quarterly, five major drama- 

tists Frank Gilroy, Jules Feiffer, 
William Gibson, Murray Schisgal, and 
Lanford Wilson convene bitch about 
the state the American theater.

Well, Gibson writes 
plays for church groups, Schisgal works 
lucrative screenplays that don’t get 
produced, Feiffer turns out lucrative 
screenplays that (and, course, his 
cartoons keep him ready cash). Only 
Lanford Wilson seems have hit upon 
viable system: introduces new plays 
the friendly ambiance the Circle Rep 
and then runs them uptown and when 
the critics salute. four these five 
have tough time getting their work pro- 
duced and people see it, imagine what 
life must like for New York play- 
wrights who won Pulitzer Prize, 
copped Tony award, or, once upon 
time, had ticket buyers line from the 
box office Duffy Square. And pity 
playwrights, who, bereft New 
York’s opportunities for Off Off Broad- 
way and showcase productions, ex- 
pect have their plays performed out- 
side their own living rooms. Ask local 
playwright what it’s like writing for 
the theater Boston, and you'll get re- 
ta, almost makes one ashamed 
live the Hub. mean, pre- 
tending that this the Athens Ameri- 
ranked notch above Wichita, Kansas? 

the face such wanton indiffer- 
ence, some kind mutual support 
imperative, and for the past six years 
many aspiring Gibsons 
and Gilroys have found organ- 
ization called the Playwrights’ Platform. 
Designed help local playwrights 
sharpen their skills and provide 
sounding board for new plays, the Plat- 
form sponsors program workshops, 
Saturday-morning seminars, and staged 
readings full-length works. And 
June holds its annual festival one-act 
plays. This year, plays went dis- 
play over period the 
UMass Theater Stuart Street. They 
came various stages development: 


the spring issue the Dramatists 


some had just been ripped from the draw- 
ing board, while others had been circu- 
lating for years; some were bona fide one- 
acters, while others were installments 
longer works; some were fully mounted, 
while others offered the barest sugges- 
tion set; some, the actors knew 
their lines cold, while others were per- 
formed Peggy Mays, 
the coordinator, bemoaned the 
lack rehearsal time and the last-minute 
no-shows (both directors and actors). But 
somehow all came off. The turnout was 
respectable and even offered its share 
surprises: one Saturday night, Joan 
Kennedy and her entourage trundled

theater people. One the purposes 
the festival serve matchmaker be- 
tween playwrights and local directors and 
production companies. And yet, over the 
past six years, very few people posi- 
tion undertake fully mounted pro- 
duction have shown up.

the best music heard during the festi- 
first weekend was Ornette Cole- 
man’s Prime Time, which was presented 
the Public Theater and not the fes- 
tival. 

Coleman had not played New York 
since the 1978 festival, when his concert 
Avery Fisher Hall was marred hesi- 
tancy among his band members and 
inconsistent audio system. (One cannot 
overemphasize the degree which 
sound-engineer incompetence has 
plagued these festivals. During the first 
half 1977 concert, David 
Izenzon’s bass was not amplified until 
halfway through his solo, when the si- 
lence became obvious even the sound- 
men. This year Lee Konitz played in- 
audibly Carnegie Hall for several num- 
bers until his mike was suddenly turned 
way and then off again. general, the 
engineers seem have developed their 
taste listening cheap tape record- 
ers.) 

When first assembled the 
electric band Prime Time, appeared that 
would have sacrifice his quirky 
rhythmic ideas else compromise his 
role within the ensemble. times the 
band’s performances sounded Cole- 
man had dubbed his part over previ- 
ously recorded background. The aston- 
ishing thing about the new edition 
Prime Time, band that features two 
drummers, two electric basses, two elec- 
tric guitars, and Coleman, the way the 
ensemble responds musical 
suggestions while each member the 
band retains his identity. ‘‘Times 
the second piece the Public 
Theater, began with walking bass riff 
over which Coleman repeated six-note 
figure.

Denardo’s solo lighter than 
was accompanied previously re- 
corded synthesized sounds. Bern Nix 
used natural guitar timbre some his 
phrases could have come from modern 
Reinhardt while Charles Eller- 
be’s rhythm guitar had guttural, pro- 
cessed sound. His playing, eerily remote 
his first solo, was effective the 
sharply defined ideas Nix. 


The band played some familiar Cole- 
man melodies, including pre- 
viously recorded Coleman duet with 
Charlie Haden (on Soapsuds, Soapsuds). 
Coleman stated the mournful theme 
with its wide upward leap placed the 
end phrase over the subdued 
scamperings the guitars. The two 
drummers added miscellaneous rumbles 
and thumpings until the plaintive, omin- 
ous mood was dispelled suddenly 
rocking beat steadied the chopping 
sound Tacuma’s bass. 
solo developed, bassist McDowell began 
repeating notes manner reminiscent 
Haden; the last choruses Tacuma 
left his rhythmic role, and everybody be- 
gan wail. Dominated the drums and 
basses rather than its guitars, espe- 
cially uptempo pieces like 
“Support Your Mind,” the band has its 
own identifiable texture. can generate 
loose swing well heavy backbeat, 
and can carry Coleman’s idiosyncratic 
humor. seemed parody East- 
ern music. began with the drummers 
playing unison their tomtoms, set- 
ting pattern that would have been 
perfect for charmer. Then Cole- 
man quadrupled the tempo for harried 
solo, only return the original speed. 
This time the rhythm section provided 
shallow, ricky-ticky accompaniment that 
gradually spread into some free playing. 

now, Coleman’s solos sound com- 
fortable, though not familiar. has 
characteristic array approaches 
compositions and soloing creates 
keening dirges that seem almost casually 
improvised, plays pieces fast and 
furious that their fury seems their 
point, and produces offhand, sing- 
song melodies middle-tempo 
pieces, melodies that are unpretentious 
but vivid. has always been careful 
choosing and developing 
After several years off the scene, Cole- 
man has found himself new manager, 
and has vowed return active 
performing career. this 
has one the best bands the world. 

The Kool Festival opened with bland 
recital pianist Cedar Walton took 
off with the tribute Art Blakey Car- 
negie Hall. Blakey, 61, played the 
whole concert, accompanying his cur- 
rent group and three collections Blakey 
alumni. once told producer Ira Gitler 
that he’s never seen doctor (or dent- 
ist, though somehow that seems less 
admirable). Jazz, said, has kept him 
strong. When he’s playing, his eyes roll 
back, his tongue hangs out, and seems 
bashing, wild-sounding drummer, but 
he’s also precise, keeping time care- 
fully quartz watch. has nurtured 
generations young players his Jazz 
Messengers, and his current crop forms 
one Blakey’s most original bands 
years. Alto saxophonist Bob Watson was 
particularly impressive 
the Bobby Timmons piece that Blakey 
popularized, and both Watson and tenor 
saxophonist Billy Pierce followed the 
subdued theme Wayne Shorter’s 
One” with leaping, shrieking solos. 
The high points the concert came from 
alumnus Walter Davis, brittle, percus- 
sive pianist whose wacky energy fired the 
soloists his own and from 
trumpeter Freddie Hubbard and alto 
saxophonist Jackie McLean. Always 
accomplished player, Hubbard has not al- 
ways been serious musician. this 
concert was both.

“Pocket lays frisky synthe- 
sized rhythms, all simple, over each other while the 
principal singer (or, more precisely, the intoner), 
Ralf Hutter, shares his innocent infatuation with 
the little device. operator with pocket 
declares, and suddenly the track 
sounds like R2D2. Kraftwerk has always been 
fascinated industrial sound, whether it’s from 
several-thousand-dollar synthesizer, 
dollar manufacturing machine, $12.95 
calculator the band thinks all swell.

falsetto soul. Blue Magic appealed the 
dreamers: those who believed romantic fairy 
tales the ultimate triumph the just and good. 
The Delfonics were the illusion shatterers; instead 
promising that faith and kindness bring 
rewards, they presented regular folks caught 
situations where often winners and losers 
wound equally unhappy. Ted Mills with his 
fragile, dreamy voice just floating over the group’s 
sentimental lyrics, was perfectly cast Blue 
Magic’s lead singer. William and Wilbert 
fuller, stronger leads were just ideal for the 
Delfonics, expressing anger and contempt such 
songs Blow Your Mind This 
and Your After periods 
obscurity the two groups now have comeback 
albums, with Blue Magic’s wispy tenderness prov- 
ing more successful than the Delfonics’ ragged 
matter-of-factness. 

From the Camelot sensibility Make 
the tragic, mystical flavor 
Mills and Blue Magic maintain their 
optimistic, cheery sound Novem- 
production and overly orchestrated arrangements 
from the slipping Harris machine. Blue Magic 
lacks strong second voice and effective bari- 
tone, and Mills certainly can’t match the vitality 
style other Philly technicians, like the Stylistics’ 
Russell Tompkins Jr. Instead, he’s substituted 
control, precision, for raw talent while 
still remaining endearing. 

The Delfonics, infinitely more gifted group 
working with more gripping material and themes, 
wind second best thanks inferior mechanics. 
Although the low-budget approach can bene- 
fit street music because instills the proceed- 
ings with roughness and ingrained defiance, 
the Delfonics are undone their self-production. 
What with uneven recording levels, awkward 
fadeouts, and embarrassing sequences where the 
harmonies abruptly flatten out drop octaves, the 
group stripped its tough persona; and 
audibly loses confidence the course the 
album, sounding uncertain and victimized the 
subjects its songs. William vocal 
destroyed indecision, and echoes this inde- 
cision experimenting mid-song with key, 
mood, and tempo. the song’s end hits loud 
note dismay, signaling his own disgust. 
their prime smooth group any Philly, the 
Delfonics now evince frightening meekness and 
lack polish, and all blamed the 
patchwork production. Return indicates that the 
Harts’ heralded comeback may have failed be- 
cause they lack the all-consuming faith and inno- 
cent optimism that makes the vision Blue Magic 
successful despite its sugarcoated weaknesses.

Tennessee, where four half-baked 
young crackers make their high-falutin’ 
plans for the future. The Prince sisters, 
Emily and Sally, will marry the Tatro 
brothers, Raymond and Jed, that their 
kids can double first cousins. That is, 
they have kids which seems 
bious, since all find sex too disgusting 
even contemplate. any case, the two 
couples, plus black Donny Tatro, de- 
scended from long line Prince family 
retainers, will move New York City, 
where Emily will support them 
winning The $64,000 Question.

All goes swimmingly for the Five, 
they call themselves, until the day Donny 
allowed accompany his friends 
into the Majestic Theater matinee 
Thing from Another Planet but instead 
banished the balcony, where 
sit. Racial segregation followed 
sexual distrust and social separation: 
Emily’s brain, nerd, Jed 
and Sally are king and queen the high- 
school hop, and Donny, well, Donny’s 
nigger. (Of course, he’s awfully nice 
one, having ‘been taught his grand- 
mother that manners are the best 
life insurance colored man can 
addition, Emily and Sal are Episcopal 
princesses, daughters the local mill 
owner. Raymond and Jed are working- 
class whites whose father pulled himself 
from Tatro Cove, Kentucky, prefer- 
ring steady, boring job hillbilly 
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ny’s ancestors were slaves who, after the 
Civil War, became servants. Even 
place small and closeknit New- 
land, where everybody has 
for everybody else, social gulfs are vast, 
and prejudice deep and treacher- 
ous the Bermuda Triangle. 

Long after the characters shinny down 
the Castle Tree climb into Merry 
Widow corsets, football gear, and jani- 
uniforms, Original Sins hovers over 
most novels, buoyed Lisa Alther’s 
satiric talent and the high expecta- 
tions her fans some whom have 
been sitting with their noses pressed 
against bookstore windows since Kin- 
flicks, waiting for more. And had 
long wait; has been six years since Al- 
ther drawled onto the literary scene with 
the hilarious odyssey Virginia Hull 
Babcock, reluctant Southern belle who 
became the Fanny Hill the ‘60s. Gin- 
exploits, like Alther’s own, took her 
from the hills Tennessee the moun- 
tains Vermont and got her compared 
Holden Caulfield and Huck Finn. None 
the five Newlanders, whose disparate 
journeys through the ‘60s and ‘70s Al- 
ther traces Original Sins, mem- 
orable, raunchy, real. None 
with the possible exception Emily, the 
maverick who tries follow the herd but 
whose brain too big for Newland’s 
narrow folkways and whose waist too 
big for her Merry Widow seems 
close the author’s heart and experi- 
ence. Consequently, the humor this 
book more heavy-handed. sa- 
tiric thrust quick ever, but 
more often aimed broad attitudes, 
Northern and Southern, than real 
people. 

But Original Sins ultimately fails, 
does grand scale. ambitious, 
rambling novel, follows each the Five 
through the social upheavals the ‘60s 
particular, the civil-rights move- 
ment which throw them different di- 
rections. Jed and Sally, who are deter- 
mined not thrown anywhere, marry, 
have kids, and ape their parents, holding 
with white knuckles onto their tacky 
iddle-class version the Southern 
Life. Donny falls into different 
designe some dark age for

High-school life 
Newland sort microcosm South- 
ern culture, complete with rigid codes, 
racial and sexual subjugation with 
smile, elaborate ceremony, 
gloves and tire irons. And Alther’s depic- 
tion all this the sorority balls and 
bake sales, the guerrilla warfare the 
back seat the Chevy, the almighty ath- 
letics both caustic and, any South- 
ern belle bruiser will attest, painfully 
accurate. 

Here, elsewhere the book, 
dilemma most poignant. jock and 
honor student stuck milieu that 
favors bounce over brains, she both en- 
vies her pretty, bubbleheaded sister and 
holds her contempt. the time she 
finally herself frat man (while 
serving Girl Scout camp counselor), 
she has experienced much rejection 
that, against her better judgment, she ac- 
cepts the late-blooming acceptance 
Sally and her fellow bubbleheads even 
when means sorority initiation com- 
plete with crotchless panties. Fortunate- 
ly, before she can completely disappear 
into the maw club-womanhood, she 
escapes Barnard. 

Raymond more fortunate that 
revels his outcast state. Prophets, 
tells himself, are always despised their 
own countries. Raymond, for his part, 
despised even his own dinner table, 
where his father and brother are fierce 
exponents the old religion, with its 
essential tenets racism, sexism, and 
blind faith outmoded socioeco- 
nomic system. other words, Basic 
American Values. problem 
that believes can change things 
letting bunch bigots beat him up, 
attempting unionize the Newland 
mill, moving back Tatro Cove, 
the holler his forefathers, and preach- 
ing communism bunch hillbillies 
with their hearts set indoor plumbing 
and color TV. Not only Raymond 
voice crying the wilderness; 
voice crying foreign language. Hell, 
his once-pioneering relatives, now reach- 
ing for their preservative-shot, color- 
fully packaged piece the American pie, 
sings for Lawrence Welk. 

But the sagas and Ray- 
mond are far-fetched, even 
cute, they capture the mix

Eve could the snake with the apple. Try- 
ing so, Emily falls into crowd 
trendy Northern intellectuals who 
through causes they were Kleenex. 
And Alther has much fun with these 
political chameleons she does with red- 
neck no-necks like Jed and his ilk. But the 
satire more effective, and seems less 
relentless, because filtered through 
Emily, person with three dimensions 
who struggling see the light. When, 
the other hand, Alther deals with 
Donny, about whom she doesn’t know 
much, she whistling the dark. And 
when she deals with Jed and Sally, about 
whom she doesn’t want know much, 
she just plain sneering the dark. 

Jed and Sally, the high-school hunk 
and pompon queen turned stagnant 
smalltown couple, peak early both 
social successes and characters. The 
best part their tale sort Kin- 
flicks rerun which Sally attempts 
protect her cherry and her reputation 
while Jed plans their dates according 
what activtiy will get them the quarry 
(where the local teen population gets its 
rocks off, speak) quickest. Even- 
tually Jed has his way with Sally (on the 
morning after the Plantation Ball, for 
which she was punch-cup chairman all 
that responsibility doubt weakened 
her resolve), and the condom industry 
has its way with Jed. Despite jogging, 
praying, and even coat hangers, Sally 
finds herself irrevocably pregnant, put- 
ting end her dream becoming 
Miss Newland and becoming Joe 
Namath. They quit school and get little 
tract house, Jed goes work the mill, 
and Sally tries piece together their 
home and sex lives from articles Mod- 
ern 

All this funny, course, but Jed and 


Sally never manage outgrow their 
stereotypes, and major characters 
592-page book they get tiresome fast. 
Emily, Raymond, and even Donny are 
sympathetic people rushing through 
sort epic cartoon; Jed and Sally are car- 
toons. Alther has the details their lives 
down pat, but she has idea what 
makes them tick fail to.
